Jupiter's Cloud-Masses. 


A wish having beon oxpressed for informa- 
tion relating to the phy 
planet Jupiter, I take 
‘a fow remarks on the subject. 

‘The globe of Jupiter seems to be enwrap 
within a dense cloud-laden atmosphere. 

120 enwrapped in cload that, all we 
can perceive, even when the oatermost cloud 
layers pass away!{rom any 
‘an inner cloud envelopa, which, for anything 
we know to the opntrary, may not be the 
innermost, 

Jupiter is now believed to be in a semi- 
sun-like condition, and while his real globo is 
glowing with the intensity of his heat, his 
atmosphere is nou-luminous and loaded ‘with 
opaque clouds thrown up from the heated 
mass within. 

Tn this caso he would 
than be would if his visible wuriave were like 
oar white sandstone, for the clouds in his 
atmosphere would reflect much more light 
than aay kind of earth known to ws, shining 
infact with a whiteneas nearly 
of driven snow. It ia even believed that a cer- 
tain quantity of light from his lowing Interior 


paases to us between the clouda of his deep 
atmosphere. 
In support of this belief, it is found that 


both Jupiter and Saturn shine more bright 
than they would do if thelr nurfaces consiated 
of any known kind of earth. This has been 
shown by carefully medsuring the light re- 
ceived from thoplanets and by noting the time 
it takes to photograph them. Lying so much
